Thackeray, however, pressed her, saying 
that he would give her a shilling uf she would let him order 
the wine, whereupon she laughingly compled with his request. 
Some few days after theiy return to town Lady Knighton 
received this drawing with its twelve penny postage stamps 
(the promised shilling), cut out and altered to the likenesses of 
the Royal Family with Windsor Castle in the back-ground. 
Probably no other single drawing more clearly displays the 
peculiar quality of Thackeray's humor and his skill in drawing.
